FIRST VOYAGE OF THE 
ASTURIAS, 


An important. event in the 
annals of the British Mercentile 


Marine took place on February}. 


26, when the first large highspeed 
oil-driven: ocean, -liner. to sail 
Togularly from a. British port 
made hor maiden voyage. This 
vessel-is the Royal Mai] Steam 
Packet Company's Asturias, of 
22,500 tons gross. and ‘sho ‘is 
designed: for the Southampton. 
South Amorican service. ~ 


Che ‘interesting feature about 
her, from a’ marine enginecring 
point of view,’ is that she is 
driven by double-acting Diesels, 
and.is the-second passenger liner 
to be propelled by this type of 
machinery, the first, being ‘the 
Swedish-owned Gripshalm,, the 
hull, of which, by the way,.was 
built at’ Newcastle, the engines 
having: been manufactured in 
Denmirk.' The. Asturias,’ how- 
ever, is wholly a British 
production, she having been built 
and engined -at ‘Belfast. Her 
machinery consists of two eight- 
cylinder motors, having a. total 
horse-power of ,»20,000,° and 
precisely similar installations 
will be fitted in her sister ship, 
ithe A'lcantara, and in the new 
Union-Castle liner, Carnarvon 


(Castle, recently launched. This}. 


trio constitute.a fine tribute to 
| British brains and British work- 
manship, and there will be no 
difficulty in recognising them 
wherever they-may be owing to 
the. two large, but very low 
‘funnels, with which they are 
provided. :
